DREAMING. 
1. Dreams, consisting of the revival of old associa- 
tions respecting things which had entirely pareed out 
of the mind, and which seemed to have been forgotten, 
It is offen impoesible to trace the mannet in which 
these dreams arise; and some of the facts connected 
with them ecarcely appear referable to any ap ty 
}with which we are at preeent acquainted, The fol- 
lowing example occurred to a particular friend of 
mine, and may be relied upon in its most minute par- 
culars, 

The gentleman was at that time cennected with 
one of the principal banks in Glasgow, and was at his 
place at the teller’s table, where money ts paid when 
8 person entered demanding payment of a sum of wx 
pounds, There were several people waiting, who were, 
in turn, entitled to be cnenied before hin; bat be was 
extremely mmpatrent, and rather noisy ; and, beimg be- 
sides a remarkable stammerer, he became so very an 
noying, that another gentleman requested my friend te 
pay him bis money, and get rid of him. He did #, ac- 
cordingly, but with an expression of impatience at be- 
ing obliged to attend to him before his turn, and thought 
no more of the transaction. At the end of the year, 
which was eight of nine months after, the booke of the 
bank could not be made to balance, the deficiency be- 
ing exactly six pounda. Several days end nights had 
been spent in endeavoring to discover the error, but 
without success; when, at last, my friend returned 
home, much fatyrued, and went to bed. fle dreamed 
of being at his place in the bank;—and the whole 
transaction with the stammerer, as now detailed, pase 
ed before him in all its particulars. He awoke undey 
a full impression that the'dream waa to lead him to a 
discovery of what he was so anxiously in search of; 
and, on examination, soon discovered that the sum 
said to this person in the manner now mentioned had 
ond neglected to be inserted in the book of interests, 
and that it exactly accounted for the deficiency in the 
balance. 

This case, upon a little eonsideration, will appear 
to be exceedingly remarkable, because the impression 
recalled in this singular mannner was one of which 
there was no consciousness at the time when it occur- 
red; and, consequently, we cannet suppose that any 
arsociation took place which could have assisted in re- 
calling it. For the fact upon which the tnportance 
of the case rested was, not his having paid the money, 
but having neglected to insert the payment. Now of 
this there was no impression made upon the mind at 
the time, and we can scarcely conceive on what prin- 
ciple it could be recalled. ‘The deficiency being ex 
pounds, we may indeed sappose the gentleman endea- 
voring to recollect whether there could have been a 
payment of this cum made in any irregular manner 
which could bave led to an omission, or an error, but 
in the transactions of an extensive bank, ina great 
commercial city, a payment of mx pounds, at the die 
tance of eight or nine months, could have made but a 
very faint impression ; and, upon the whole, the crse 
presents, perhaps, one of the most remarkable mental 
phenomena connected with thie curious subject. The 
following is of the came nature, though much less ex- 
traordinary, from the shortness of the interval, and it 
may perhaps be considered as a simple act of memory, 
though, for the same reason asin the former case, we 
cannot trace any association which could have ve-| 
called the circumstance :—A gentleman who was | 
appointed to an office in’ one of the principal | 
banks in Edinburgh found, on balancing his first 
day's transactions, that the money under his charge 
was deficient by ten pounds, After many fruit- 
leas attempts to discover the cause of the error, he 
went home, nota little annoyed by the result of his 
first experiment in banking. In the myht, he dream- 
ed that he waaat his place in the bank, and that a 
gentlonan who was personally known to him, pre ¢

Another individual 
connected with a public office, had mislod a paper 
of such importence that he waa threatened with the

very short time. After a long bat unsnecessful search, 
under intense anxiety, he also dreamed of dimcovering 
| the paper ina particular place, and found it there ac- 
cordingly 
IV. A clase of droams which presente an interest- 
ing sulyect.of observation includes those in which a 
strong propensity of character, or a strong mental 
emotion is embodied into a dream, and by some natural 
coincidence ia fulfilled. But more remarkable still are 
those instances, many of them authentic, in which a 
dream has given notice of an event which was oc 
curring at the time, or occurred soon after. ‘The fol- 
lowing story has been for a long time current in Edin- 
burg, and there seems no reason to doubt its authentici- 
ty: A clergyman had come to this city from a short die 
tance in the country, and was sleeping at an inn, when 
he dreamed of seeing a fire, and one of his children in 
the midst of it. He awoke with the impression, and 
inetantly left town on his return home. When he ar- 
rived within sight of his house, he found it on fire, and 
got there in time to assist if saving one of his chil 
dren, who, in the alarm and coufumor, had been left 
in a situation of danger, Wathout calliag in question 
the possibility of supernatural communication im such 
cases, thos striking occurrence, of which I believe 
there is little reason to doubt the trath, may perhaps 
be accounted for on simple and natural principles, 
Let us suppose, that the gentleman had a servant who 
had shown great carelessness in’ regard to fire, and 
had offen given cise in his mind toa strong apprehen- 
sion, that he might set fire to the house, [lie anxiety 
might be inereased by being from home, and the same 
careumstance might make the servant still more care 
lows, Let us further cuppose that the gentleman, be- 
fore going to bed, had, mm addition to tia anxiety, sud- 
denly recollected that there was on that day in the 
neyhborhood of his house, some fair or periodical mer- 
ry making, from whieh the servant was very Ikely to 
return home ina state of intoxication, Tt was tiost 
natural that these impressions should be embodied inte 
a dream of hia house being on fire, and that the self 
same cireumstances might lead to the dream being 
fultilled, 
A geatleman in fdinburgh was affected with aneu 
rian of the popliteal artery, for which he was under 
the care of two eminent surgeons, and the day was 
fixed for the operation. About two days before the 
tine appointed for it, the wife of the patient dreamed 
that a change had taken place in the disease, to con 
sequence of which the operntion would not be required 
In examining the tumor in the morning, the gentle- 
man was astonished to find that the pulsation bad en 
tire'y ceased , and, in short, this turved out to be a 
epontancous cure. To persona not professional it may 
be right to mention that the cure of popliteal aneurin 
without an operation ta a very uncommon occurrence, 
not happening in ene cut of numerous instances, and 
never to be looked upon as probable in any individual 
case, Itus likely, however, that the lady had heard 
of the possibility of such a termination, and that her 
anxiety had very naturally imbods d this ‘nto a dream, 
the fulfilment of it at the very time when the event 
took place ia certainly a very remarkable coincidence.
